and smoke. They had to land 
several hundred of the troops 
at alternate sites. 


Officers said they encoun- 


tered no heavy organized re- 
sistance, but the troops clashed 
sporadically with small groups 
of North Vietnamese soldiers 
and five enemy tanks were re- 
ported knocked out. 


South Vietnamese tanks and 


armored personnel carriers ad- 
vanced up Highway 1 behind 
the paratroopers, about three 
miles north of the My Chanh 
River. They found the shattered 
hulks of four enemy 
tanks 


which South Vietnamese ma- 
rines had knocked out when 
Quang Tri Province fell on May 


1. 


Infantrymen with the armor 


collected a number of aban- 
doned heav\ weapons. 


Small groups of North Viet- 


namese snipers still lurked in 
bombed areas behind the para- 
troopers' front lines, and sev- 
eral South Vietnamese positions 
along Highway 1 took sporadic 
artillery fire. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu 


flew to Hue and conferred for 
an hour and a half with his sen- 
ior commanders in the drive to 
retake Quang Tri, now in its 
third day. He was smiling as he 
came out of the conference. 


Government military spokes- 


men reported more than 250 


North 
Vietnamese killed 
in 


fighting on the Quang Tri front 
and southwest of Hue on Thurs- 
day. 
South Vietnamese casu- 


alties were 29 killed and 93 
wounded, they said. 


Heavy clashes were reported 


by paratroopers and marines 
who made a pair of large-scale 
helicopter landings on the coast 
east of Quang Tri City on 
Thursday. Spokesmen said 90 
Communist troops were killed 
in one of the battles and 73 in 
another.

U.S. 
Command 
said 


more than 210 strikes were 
flown against North Vietnam 
Thursday.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Ma- 


verick Democrat George Wal- 
lace will stick with his party 
through the convention where 
he'll demand adoption of a plat- 
form echoing his views, says 
the Alabama governor's cam- 
paign manager. 


But after the convention, said 


Charles Snider, it would not be 
out of the question for Wallace 
to run once again as a third- 
party presidential candidate, if 
the Democrats act as expected 
and reject him as their nomi- 
nee. 


Snider would not speculate on 


Wallace's strategy if the party 
platform adopted next month at 
the Miami Beach convention 
.iispleases the governor. Snider 
.alked with newsmen after con- 
'erring with Wallace at Holy 
.Yoss Hospital in Silver Spring, 
Md. 


The party's frontrunner, Sen. 


George McGovern, waited to- 
day for the convention's Cre- 
dentials Committee to resolve a 
challenge that could cost him 
nearly 150 delegate votes. 


'Hie challenge involves Cali- 


fornia's 
winner-take-all 
pri- 


mary which added 271 votes to 
the McGovern column after his 
June 6 victory there. Support- 
ers of Sen. Hubert H. Humph- 
rey, who ran second, and seven 
oilier candidates on the Califor- 
nia ballot claim the delegates 
should be apportioned accord- 
ing to the popular vote to con- 
form with party rules. 


The test conies at a time 


McGovern claims he is just 20 
votes short of the 1,509 needed 
for nomination. The Associated 
tt-ess delegate poll gives him 
1,367.9. or 141.1 short of a ma- 
jority. 


Humphrey, who trails a dis- 


tant second, clung to the hope 
that delegates would turn to 
him as the candidate "best ca- 
pable of beating Mr. Nixon." 


He blamed his own mistakes 


and a flawed selection process 
for wilting his candidacy. 


Nevertheless, Humphrey said 


in an Associated Press inter- 
view. "1 believe that I am the 
candidate that can build the co- 
Lulion that will defeat Mr. Nix- 
on ."

housekeeper. We have a dog 
and a cat. Animals are allowed, 
the landlord told us. 


He refused to make repairs 


and fix a leak in the roof, so we 
were going to move when our 
lease was up—in another 
month. I think he was mad 
about that, so last weekend, 
when we were away, he came 
over and tore down the neat 
fench I had put up to keep our 
dog home—burned the posts 
and slashed the wire. Then he 
let himself in the house with his 
passkey, found our cat's litter- 
box and dumped it upside down 
on our rug (it doesn't come with 
the house). He broke a couple of 
dishes left on the drainboard 
and left us a note saying we 
were a "disgrace," and he 
never wanted to see a cat box in 
his apartment again. 


This place is in better shaped

Other current developments 


on the women's religious front 
include: 


—For the first time in Ameri- 


can Judaism, a woman, Sally 
Priesand, was ordained a rabbi 
in June, after completing stud- 
ies at Hebrew Union College 
Jewish Institute of Religion in 
Cincinnati. 


—Several denominations are 


pushing new policies to in- 
crease the proportion of women 
on executive staffs. The Chris- 
tian Churches 
(Disciples), 


which originally set a goal of 
one-half 
women 
officials, 


recently cut that to one-third 
for practical reasons. 


—A joint consultative unit of 


Roman Catholic, Presbyterian 
and Reformed scholars has 
urged that women be given 
"full and equal participation" 
at all levels of of church deci- 
sion making and power, and 
that they be admitted to ordina- 
tion. At the urging of women's 
groups, a committee of the U.S. 
Catholic bishops is studying 
whether the priesthood should 
be open to women. 


—The New York diocesan 


convention of the Episcopal 
Church urged it to admit wom- 
en to its priesthood. It is ex- 
pected to act on the issue next 
year. Already, several women 
have been ordained as Episco- 
pal deacons, the first stage of 
the priesthood.

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Nixon cautions Senate 
about 20 per cent hike

WASHINGTON ( A P ) - Pres- 


ident Nixon has cautioned the 
Senate that a 20-per-cent Social 
Security increase due for a vote 
today would either strain the 
economy or push taxes up for 
millions of workers. 


He indicated support for a 10- 


per-ccnt increase 
offered by 


some Senate Republicans as an 
alternative to the higher figure 
pushed by Democrats. 


But there were predictions 


the higher figure would be 
adopted from both Sen. Frank 
Church, D-Idaho, its chief spon- 
sor, and Sen. Wallace F. Ben- 
nett, R-Utah, author of the ri- 
val measure. 


Nixon told a news conference 


Thursday night "there should 
be an increase in Social Secur- 
ity" but went on to suggest that 
20 per cent would be too much. 


He said that if the 20-per-cent 


hike is financed by higher pay- 
roll taxes, as provided by the 
Church amendment, "it 
will 


completely wipe out the tax re- 
duction 
that 
was 
given 
to 


middle-income and low-middle- 
income wage earners in 1969." 


"If, on the other hand," he 


c o n t i n u e d , "the Congress 
passes the 20-per-cent increase 
in Social Security and does not 
finance il adequately, it will se- 
riously jeopardize the integrity 
of the Social Security trust 
fund, iind it could be highly in- 
flationary which, of course, will 
hurt most the Social Security 
people, the retired people." 


Nixon did not discuss whether 


he would veto a 20-per-cent in- 
crease if Congress approves it, 
hut it would be extremely diffi- 
cult for him to do so. 


The measure is in the form of 


an amendment to the bill ex- 
tending Hie F.ational-debt limit, 
legislation the administration 
needs within a few days if it is 
lo continue paying its bills. 


If the 20-pcr-cent boost be- 


comes law, it would hike Social 
Security payments Dy about 
$8.5 
billion annually—the big- 


gest increase in the 37-year his- 
tory of the system. 


Church's 
proposal 
would 


raise payroll taxes to finance 


the increase. The maximum 
levy would go up from $468 
each for the worker and em- 
ployer to $594 apiece in 1973. 


If Church's amendment is 


adopted, Republicans said, it 
will be in trouble when the debt 
bill is returned to the House. 


Rep. John W. Byrnes, R-Wis.,

The 
traitor: the language. 


Wall Street's vocabulary is, 


so to speak, the language of the 
street. It is unique, quaint, 
mysterious, slangy. And, in the 
opinion of I,eon Kendall, "it 
binds our thought processes." 


Kendall is president of the 


Securities Industry Association, 
a trade group that represents 
many of the large stock market 
firms. As he sees it, street talk 
reveals more about the user 
than it communicates to the lis- 
tener. 


"The customer can have a 


round lot or an odd lot," says 
Kendall. "He can have a Big 
Board stock or perhaps an 
over-the-counter stock. If he's 
lucky, maybe even a hot issue. 


"If he's a little more sophis- 


ticated, perhaps we can offer 
him a put or a call, strips, 
straps, straddles, spreads, or 
maybe a discretionary account.
